OF CORPORATIONS? 


President and Secretary Met- 


calf Move to Secure Need- 
ed Legislation by 
Congress.

AIM TO PROTECT PEOPLE. 
Head of. Department of Commerce 
and Labor Has Support of 
~ Roosevelt in Campaign 
_ of Reform. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 11.—[Special.J— 
Probably no subject which is being consid- 
ered by President Roosevelt and Secretary 
Metcalf of the department of commerce and 
labor is of greater importance to the coun- 
try than that in connection with the recom- 
mendations that shall be made tojcongress 
for the ‘supervision of corporations. 

There is no disposition on the part of either 
of these high officials to move swiftly. The 
interests involved are too great and too val- 
uable. They give to corporations credit for 
develpping the country, and this develop- 
ment, they hold, must not be retarded or 
adversely affected by any federal legislation. 

At the same time waste, extravagance, 


and graft, which have appeared as a result 


of the insurance, railroad, and other cor- 
poration scandals, have caused the adminis- 
tration to reach a determination to have 
measures taken for the protection of the 
public. It is not proposed that congress shall 
be allowed to wander among a maze of gen- 
eralities In considering the subject of control 
of corporations. It is intended to describe 
clearly the present condition of corporation 
affairs. 
Will Outline Needed Laws. 

This will be done both by the president in 
his annual message and by Secretary Met- 
calfin hisannualreport. Besides explaining 
the situation of the corporations, suggestions 
will be made as to the character of legislation 
which should be adopted in qrder to protect 
the people from fraud and corrupt prac- 
tices. 

In the matter of insurance, the president 
and Secretary Metcalf have been confronted 
with a long list of decisions of the Supreme 
court holding that insurance is not interstate 
commerce, To establish this point, it is pro- 
posed to have congress pass a law declaring 
insurancée interstate commerce. This law 
will be taken at once to the Supreme court 
and a decision obtained as to its validity. 
If that court shall hold insurance not Inter- 
state commerce then it will be necessary to 
have an amendment made to the constitution. 

A prominent insurance president saida few 
days ago that he believed a constitutional 
amendment would be necessary and he sig- 
hificantly pointed out that a ratification 
by two-thirds of the states would have to be 
given before an amendment could enter tnto 
effect. He further added, and this is a point to 
be remembered in future, that companies 
would only favor an amendment which would 
put in the hands of the federal government 
sole authority to supervise insurance affairs, 
withdrawing such authority from the states. 
Here is a conflici with state rights which 
may make ratification of the amendment dif- 
ficult, if not impossible. 


Favor Federal Supervision. 

But aside from the supervision of insurance 
affairs, the president and Secretary Metcalf 
believe there should be some kind of federal 
supervision of corporations. The situation of 
the Wabash railroad is cited as a case in point. 
The president of that road has charged waste, 
extravagance, juggling of bond and stock is- 
sues, and other offenses, all of which react 
upon persons who have invested their money 
in the road, and upon people generally who 
ate compelled to pay high rates for transpor- 
tation. That road, as well as others—and this 
is a matter which affects practically all other 
corporations—incorporate for a, certain 
amount, and though the capital actually paid 
in may amount to only $50,000, they issue 
bonds and stocks aggregating millions. There 
is no way to stop this practice, no way to 
prevent watering of stock or overcapitaliza- 
tion or kindred evils.’ 

President Roosevelt and Secretary Metcalf 
are considering the matter, with a view of 
developing a remedy. A suggestion which 
meets with most favor is that congress enact 
a law conferring upon the federal government 
authority to issue charters or licenses to cor- 
porations and leaving to the states power of 


taxation. 
Would Weed Out “Wildcats.” 

It is not believed this would meet with 
much opposition from the states. In char- 
ters or licenses the government would per- 
mit corporations only to issue stocks and 
bonds to the amount of the capital actually 
paid in. If improvements were contem-~- 
plated, only stocks and bonds to the value 
of the improvement could be issued. If it 
were desired to combine with another cor- 
poration, only that amount of stocks and 
bonds could be issued equivalent to the cap- 
ital value of the road or other concern 
bought. The effect of this action would be 
to strengthen the corporations which are 
sound businesa. institutions and destroy 
those companies which are wildcat amd 
which were created solely for the purpose 
of exploiting the people 

It would stop much of the disastrous and 
foolish speculation in stock markets, and 
would, in the opinion of those who are con- 
sidering it, protect the people from the great 
evils from which they are suffering. 

That a policy of this kind would meet with 
the approval of many financiers is shown 
by statements made by bankers who are 
now in conventiog in Wac ‘ngton. One of 
these gentlemen suggested in a speech that 
the bankers generaily ought to support a 
proposition for charter requirements and 
restrictions, perhaps along the lines of the 
national banking act.” There are so many 
features of the question to be considered 
that the president and Secretary Metcalf 
desire to talk to competent people and to 
mull over the views obtained before com- 
mitting themselves definitely to any policy. 


Relies on Metcalf. 

President Roosevelt is relying strongly 
upon Secretary Metcalf to deal with the 
corporation question, as well as all others 
connected with the department of commerce 
and labor. Mr. Metealf enjoys the full con- 
fidence of his chief, and it is interesting and 
important to know that he has no intention 
of resigning, as has been reported, and the 
president has no wish or intention to trans- 
fer him from the department of commerce 
and labor. 

Many big questions have been disposed of 
by Secretary Metcalf to the entire satisfac- 
tion of the president, and the two officials 
are now déaling harmoniously with the Chi- 
nese immigration matter, Mr. Metcalf be- 
ing fully consulted and executing faithfully 
and loyally the orders he receives from the 
White house. 
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TRAGEDY OF BLIND AND DEAF 


Mother Fails to Hear Sightless 
Daughter’s Cry for Help. 


FLAMES END DARKENED LIFE 


Just Too Late the Dying Woman’s Girl 
Arrives on the Scene. 


A blind woman was burned to death in her 
kitchen last night while her deaf old mother 
sat placidly rocking and mending in an ad- 
joining room, hearing nothing of the dying 
daughter’ s cries of agony. 

The blind victim was Mre. Frances Harv ey, 
41 years old, 142 Ruble street. The mother 
is Mrs. W. Vierer, 81 years old. With them 


lived Mrs. Harvey’s 18 year old daughter. 
and | 


Emma, who works in a downtown store 
has supported the family of three. 
daughter reached home just as Mrs. Harvey 
was dying. 

Mrs. Harvey Always Blind. 

Mrs. Harvey had been blind from child- 
hood. But she knew the house by heart. 
So, when Emma grew up and had to be spared 
from the household duties the blind woman 
said she would do the cooking. Her daughter 
placed things where she could find them 
and was at hand every morning and night 

o “tidy up” and attend to any details that 
had escaped the mother. 

So they managed pretty well, and the deaf 
old grandmother rocked and patched and 
knitted and was content. 

Starts to Get Supper. 
The blind woman started supper toward 


dark last evening. She groped to theanatch 
box and lighted the gas In the steve. She 


The 


| felt across the table and found where Emma 


had left. a kettle in which to boil the pota- 
toes. She ran her hands along the wall to 
the faucet and filled the kettle with water. 

The kettle was placed on the gas flame. 
This much of Mrs. Harvey's task was done 
before the sleeve of her @ress,’ coming in 
contact with the burning gas, became ig- 
nited. She drew back her arm and snatched 
at the heat she felt. It stung her free hand 
and flared up larger, running the length of 
her sleeve. 


Mrs. Harvey dared not try to run, and lonz 


custom in her world of darkness made it im- 


possible for her to do so if she had wished 


She cried out In pain, instinctively, as the 
fire spread over her clothing. She fought 
desperately, clutching at the calico. 

Mrs. Vierer, in her chair, sewed and rocked 
and hummed a tune faintly. The cries of 
her daughter were without avail. 

Perhaps Mrs. Harvey stumbled in her 
agonized movements. Perhaps she still stood 
fighting the fire untilovercome. Soon, at any 
rate, she fell to the floor. 

Finds Mother Dying. 


There she lay when her daughter burst open 
the door, having’ just returned from her day’s 


work.. The girl saw her mother lying on the | 


floor, her dress a mass of smoldering flames. 
Mrs. Harvey had ceased to struggle. She 
was unconscious, moaning faintly. Above 
the sound of her voice came the creakire of 
the grandmother’s chair and her soft hum- 


+ ming. 


Miss Harvey knew there was no help in the 
house and she ran to 144 Ruble street. where 
she called on Emil Rezieska, crying that her 
mother was burning and would dite. 

Rezieska hastened back with the girl, after 
he had snatched up two blankets from a bed. 
The blankets were thrown on Mrs. Harvey 
and were wrapped around her. extinguishing 
the flames, Without stopping to do more 
Miss Harvey went for a physician. He re- 
turned with her, but found that the woman 
had died before he came. 


Aged Woman Learns the Truth. 

And meanwhile Mrs. Vierer still rocked and 
mended. Her granddaughter now bethought 
herself of the old woman. 

*“ You're late, Emma,” Mrs. Vierer said. as 
the girl came into the room. “ You're late 
and here your mother’s been getting supper 
while you loitered along the way.” 

Emma made no reply. She took the wo- 
man’s arm and led her gently to the door. 
where the physician stood. Together they 
conducted her into the kitchen, and they 
were haif thankful that words were not 
needed. 

Mrs. Harvey was a widow. Her body was 
taken to undertaking rooms at 50 West Nine- 
teenth street, where an inquest will be held 


today.

DOCTORS DEFEND CIGARETS. 


No More Harmful than Other Forms 
of Tobacco and Used as Scape- 
goat for Other Vices. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 11.—The feature of 
today’s session of the annual convention 
of the Mississippi Valley Medical association 
was a defense of the cigaret by Dr. William 
B. Wietdher of this city. He declared that 
years of observation and experiment had 
convinced him that cigarets were no more 
harmful than any other form of tobacco, tea 
or coffee. 

Dr. Fletcher’s treatment of the subject 
created a mild sensation among the 200 phy- 
sicians, ahd during the discussion several 
members of the profession agreed with Dr. 
Fletcher than an unreaserfable prejudice 
existed against the cigaret. They contended 
it has been made a “ scapegoat ’’ to cover up 
some personal vice of the smoker.

Humane Society Delegate Urges 
New Use of Anesthetics.’ 


PLEA AROUSES CONVENTION. 


Physician Assails Plan to Stop Tor- 
tures of Accident or Disease. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 11.—[Special. }— 
Miss Helen. Hall of Cincinnati today startied 
the Humane society members, assembled 
here in convention, by urging the use of 
anzesthetics to end the lives of persons hope- 
lessly injured or in agonizing death throes 
from disease. She declared she had car- 
ried a vial of chloroform about with her for 
the last two years every time she rode in a 
train, so that if she should be fatally injured 
in a wreck she would end her misery. 

Earnestly and with a persistence that 
commanded attention Miss Hal! endeavored 
to have the association place the seal of its 
indorsement on the proposition. 

While pleading for the society to take this 
up as a part of its work she graphically por- 
trayed the tortures of an engineer in a 
wreck, pinmed underneath an engine, while 
the flames are slowly roasting him. She said 
she asked for the same mercy as is extended 
to @ wounded animal to end its sufferings. 


Plea for Merciful Death. 

“I would have a merciful death by an- 
sesthetics meted out not only to victims of 
train wrecks, but to persons dying of dia- 
betes, consumption, cancer, and hydropho- 
bia,”” added Miss Hall. “ For the last two 
years I always have carried a phial of 
chloroform with me when riding on traing 
for use In case of emergency. I was brought 
to consider this subject through a horrible 
experience.”’ 

In supporting Miss Hall's 
which was ruled out by the chairman, Dr. 
William O. Stillman of Albany, N. Y., on the 
ground that articies of incorporation of the 
society confined its operations to cases of 
cruelty to animals and children, Mrs. M. H. 
Totten of Washington, D. C., one of the 
founders of the organization, warmly ex- 
claimed: 

“If I were in that wreck and saw cases 
such as have been described and had a pis- 
tol I certainly would shoot the sufferer to 
put him out of his misery.” 


Physician Assails Plan. 

Dr. Stillman vigorously cémbated Miss 
Hall’s proposition, and the audience, with 
few exceptions, appeared to be with him. 

“Ido not think the law of this or any other 
country ever will give to an individual, pro- 
fessional or otherwise, the right to terminate 
life. No man is good enough to abrogate th: 
powers of the Almighty. Besides, in my thirty 
years’ experience as a physician, I have seen 
many apparently hopeless cases that have ye- 
covered. Had I hastened to their departing 
by anesthetics I feel that I certainly would 
have been a murdererin the eyes of the Lord 

“I think a supply of angsthetics such 
Miss Hall speaks of should be car- 
ried on frailroad trains, but a delicate 
situation arises as to by whom the 
anzesthetics should be administered. I think

NEW USE FOR POLICEMEN. 


OMAHA.MAYOR FORCES GAS CON- 
TRACT THROUGH COUNCIL. 


Opponents of Obnoxious Ordinance 
Find Themselves Besieged in City 
Hall by Cordon of Bluecoats, Who 
Prevent Them from Leaving the 
Chamber, Thus Breaking a Quorum 
—Alderman and Chief Executive 
Nearly Come to Blows. 


Omaha, Neb., Oct. 11.—[{Special:]—With 
policemen guarding every door of the council 
room to prevent the escape of members, 
Mayor Frank E. Moores forced through the 
city council today an ordinance giving the 
Omaha Gas company a five year contract 
for lighting the streets. 

The incident marked the climax of a_three 
months’ struggle between the citizens of 
Omaha and the gas company. 

The gas company, after three months’ fight- 
ing, had secured the necessary number of 


+ votes in the council to pass the ordinance, 


but not enough votes to insure a quorum 
when the ordinance came up for passage. 

The ordinance was to have been forced 
through the council at the regular meeting 
Tuesday night, but the opponents of the 
scheme to pay the gas company $28 a year 
each for 1,200 street lamps, for a term of 
five years, without competition in bidding, 
withdrew from the council, leaving it without 
aquorum. The session therefore was allowed 
to go over until today. 


Mayor’s Police on Guard. 


After the council met at 11] o’clock today 
Mayor Moores stationed a cordon of police 
around the chaniber with orders to permit 
no member of the council to leave the room. 

As soon as the roll had been called Presi- 
dent Zimman left the desk, and, with Coun- 
cilmen Nicholson and O’Brien, started to 
leave, thus breaking a quorum. They found 
every door guarded by a policeman. 

The three councilmen attempted to force 
their way out but the police under personal 
orders from Mayor Moores used force to 
prevent them. 


Threatened to Whip Mayor. 


Thereupon Councilman O’Brien threatened 
to attack the mayor. 

“ Take care, or I will forget your gray hairs 
and give you a punch,” he yelled, shaking his 
clinched fist in the mayor's face. 

“ Forget if you wish,’ was the mayor's 
angry retort. “I will whip you till you can’t 
stand if you touch me.” 

The two men were about to come to blows 
when Councilman Nicholson rushed between 
them. ; 

An attempt was made then to pass the ordi- 
nance. President Zimman overruled every 
motion tending to place thé ordinance 
on its final passage, but a majority of the 
council ignored his.rulings in every instance, 


Ordinance Passed at Last. 


Finally a motion was made to place the 
ordinance on its final passage. President 
Zimman refused-to put the question. 

Councilman Huntington, one of the “ big 
five’’ and a member of the majority, put 
the question and declared the ordinance 
passed. 

The signature of Mayor “Aoores was imme- 
diately attached, and the contract and bond, 
which had been prepared previously, were 
returned to the council and promptly ap- 
proved. This afternoon injunctior proceed- 
ings were started to prevent the carrying out 
of the termes of the contract.

Bailey's name in connection with extras.

“*T have been in the bank. twenty-three 
years,’’ the latter told the jury, “ and I truth- 
fully can assert in all that time the tradition © 
has been that Dougherty’s handling of the ; 
schoo] funds should go unquestioned. I | 
worked up gradually in the bank from one 
position to another, and was instructed by 
my predecessors and superiors inthe methods | 

** Most teachers drew their money at the 
bank, their scrip being cashed in the regular 
manner. There were a good many orders, 
however, cashed by Dougherty himself. I was 
informed that this script was for the teachers 
who live In the lower end of the town, for 
whom it was an inconvenience to come so 
far for the money. Dougherty was supposed 
to cash this script for them and deliver the 
amounts personally.’’ 

Now it transpires the names in which these 
amounts were drawn were either of dead or 
fictitious persons. In one instance Dough- 
erty carried the name of a dead teacher on | 
the pay roll three years, and in another he | 
cashed an order payable to an'‘instructor the 
day after the instructor died. The jurors | 
asked Bracken how it ‘happened he cashed | 
script fraudulently indorsed or not indorsed | 
at all. 


Tells of Andrews Company Orders. . 

“That was the custom at the bank long 
before I was promoted to the position of 
assistant cashier,’’ he answered. ‘“ My un- 
derstanding was that an order in favor of 
the A. H. Andrews Supply house, for éx- 
ample, was really an order for Dougherty to 
be given a draft for that amount, which he 
was supposed to forward personafily. I al- 
ways issued drafts without question payable 
to him personally. His indorsement of the ' 
script in Andrews’ name simply was taken as 
a notation showing the draft had been issued 
and forwarded.”’ 

‘But you, pald some script without even 
an indorsement,’’ Bracken was reminded. 

‘ Well, according to our understanding of 
school business,” said Bracken, ‘‘ these or- 
ders did not really need to be indofRed at all. 
We considered Dougherty’s indorsements 
merely a voluntary measure to leave no ques- 
tion that he had paid the bill, and in conform- 
ance with the order of the board.”’ 

After the bank. officials retired the jury de- 
bated the evidence for an hour. It was agreed 
that unless new evidence should come to 
light there is no ground on whfch to indict 
Spring and Bracken. In the morning H. 
J. Merle, secretary of the Andrews com- 
pany, appeared before the jury with sworn 
transcripts of his firm's accounts with the 
Peoria school board during the last three 
years. It was found that all bills had been 
paid by Dougherty’s personal checks. In 
more than fifty cases, however, the school 
books showed disbursements to Andrews 
which either were fictitious entirely or raised 
amounts.

Victim of Assault and Street Car Lies 
Unconscious in Hospital, with His 
Chances of Recovery Lessening. 


Stili in a state of coma in the county hos- 
pital Patrick McGarry, the victim of an as- 
sault which has baffled the most strenuous 
efforts of the police to solve, and apparently 
the only one who can aid them in the search, 
lies speechless, with his chances for recov- 
ery lessening with each hour of his uncon- 
eciousness. With a score of detectives added 
yesterday to the many already assigned to 
the case, Chief Collins again visited the 
scene of the assault last night and remained 
until almost midnight, examining the many 
persons brought to him.

The ex- 
alted office he fills, his standing as @ college 
man, his well known devotion to athletic 
sports, the admiration which he evokes from 
the young men of the country, and his sensi- 
ble comments on the foothall situation in his 
Harvard. address, all mark him as the man 
to lead in this movement of reform. 

“T believe what he finally recommends 
will be adopted by college athletes through- 
out the country. It might perhaps hasten 
the reformatory movement if a convention 
of the athletic representatives of the colleges 
and universities were summoned to meet in 
Washington, and they should prescribe the 
reforms which ought to be adopted in foot- 
ball after consultation with President Roose- 
velt. 

Roosevelt the Only Leader. 

“No university president. could take the 
position of leadership which President Roose- 
velt occupfes in this matter. but all university 
and college presidents and faculties will 
unite in praise to President Roosevelt, for 
his interest in this important matter, and the 
reforms which under his initiation are bound 
to enmsue.”’

Samuel M. Hann, a national bank exam- 
iner of Washington, D. C., was robbed ina 
sleeping car of the Pennsylvania eighteen 
hour train from New York yesterday morn- 
ing. When the train reached the union sta- 
tion the doors of the car were locked by the 
police and the passengers were compelled to 
undergo the ordeal of being searched. 

J. J. Croake, a circus performer, was ar- 
rested, when the police found Mr. Hann’s 
purse, containing $177 and two checks for $26 
each, and a gold watch valued at $150.

Croake, who is a young man, said he had 
come to Chicago to visit his mother, Mrs. 
Catherine Croake, 906 Cullom avenue, and ex- 
pected to return to Newark, N. J., Nov. I for 
his wedding. He was taken to the Desplaines 
street station and arraigned before Justice 
Q. J. Chott. He waived examination and was 
held to the grand jury in $1,000 bonds. 

“This will break off the wedding, because 
I had promised to return to Newark on Nov. 


1.” said Croake, with tears in hiseyes. “I | 


have been touring Europe for a long time 
with a circus, and I just returned to America 
to be married. Between now and the date 
of the wedding I thought I would visit my 
relatives and so I came west. I did not steal 
the money. Some one other than myself 
placed those things in my baggage.” 


Robbery Occurs Near Chicago. 

The robbery occurred while the train was 
nearing Chicago. Mr. Hann had lef, New 
York under orders to examine several Danks 
in Illinois.

A few hours previous to this scene the pris- 
ohner had made a written confession of the 
crimes for which he Is held.

The petitioner is backed by the Men’s Sun- 
day Forum, an organization of negro. cit- 
izens, which says it proposes to test t#eanw 
and has sufficient money to carry on the pro- 
ceedings.

Since horse flesh has risen in price and dog 
flesh is no longer obtainable a number of 
municipalities are buying carloads of sea 
fish at the coast towns and selling them at 
This expedient was first 
adopted at Solingen, but has now spread to 
various Westphalian cities, to Posen, and 
even to Bavarian towns. 

The latest governm®@nt statistics show that 
the price of meats is still rising. The Sep- 
tember report shows that some kinds rose 
during the month a cent and a half a pound.

GAIN A VICTORY, 


Defeat Efforts of Indemnity 
Life Officials to Settle 
Out of Court. 


TEN CLAIMANTS FILE SUIT 


| Demand $20,000 of Assessments 
Formerly Paid In by Per- 
sons Now Dead. 


‘The first decided victory in the Western 
Life Indemnity company's Htigation was 
won by the complaining policy holders yes- 
terday when they defeated the efforts of 
‘the officiale of the company to settle the 
case out of court. Two daye’ “star cham- 
ber sessions,” in which Judge Kohlsaat ap- 
proved of the efforts to settle the case, were 
brought to an-end at 6 p. m., and it was an- 
nounced that the arguments ‘would be taken 
up in court again Monday morning. 

The policy holders, as represented by their 
investigating committee, have opposed any 
settlement by arbitration from the first, for 
the reason that they will be satisfied with 
nothing less than the removal of the present 
officials of the company. 

To attempt to arbitrate the question of 
their removal, they say, ~~ ould be ridiculous, 
as the men are charged with corruption and 
misappropriation of funds, and no repre- 
sentatives of the officials could agree with 
the representatives of the committee. 


* Yoo Far Apart for Compromise. 

“When a man is called a thief nothing 
can come of conferring with ‘him with a view 
to settling the case out of court,’ was the 
Way one member of the committee ex- 
plained the position of that body. “ We 
want the great body of policy holders to vote 
oh any plan of settlement either person- 
ally or by instructed proxies. That is the 
only way the will of the real owners of the 
concern can be carrtfed out.” 

The indemnity company’s affairs being In 
even more complicated condition than when 
an investigation was a by the policy 
holders some weeks ago, the question was 
asked during the day what would be done 
regarding Judge Kohlsaat’s temporary in- 
junction, which holds only until today. The 
injunction, which restrains the officials from 
transferring the company’s assets or books 
out of the state, or making the proposed re- 
insurance transfer, would not be dissolved, 
said Julge Kohlsaat, before next Monday, 
when the arguments on the demurrer will 
be‘taken up again. 

Should Judge Kohisaat decide on Monday 
that he has no jurisdiction, as Manager 
Rosenfeld’s attorneys hope he will, the re- 
straining order will be dissolved at once and 
the officials will be at liberty to make the 
long delayed transfer. With a view to pre- 
paring for such a contingency Mr. Hicks 
asked Judge Kohlsaat if the injunction could 
be made to continue in force after such a 
decision. 

“TI cannot decide that question until 
matter comes before me next Monday,”’ re- 
plied the judge. 


Main Object to Oust Rosenfeld. 


It was reported that the plan of transfer 
of the indemnity company’s risks to the Se- 
curity Life'and Annuity company included 
the placing of Gen. Moulton in the presi- 
déent’s ehair and Manager Rosenfeld in prac- 
tical control of the new company as vice 
president and general manager. 

‘If such a plan is carried through, either 
with or without the sanction of the court, 
the will of the majority of the policy hold- 
ers would be defeated, as this is just what 
they are trying to prevent,”’ sald a member 
of the committee. ‘‘ We want to get out of 
the control of Rosenfeld.’’ 


Suits on Policies Begun. 


Growing tired of the delays of the indemnity 
company's officials, Attorneys Clark and Var- 
num filed ten suits in the Superior court 
against it for a total of over $20,000. The 
suits are brought for the recovery of assess- 
ments which, according to the plaintiffs, have 
been withheld from the beneficiaries of de- 
ceased persons who held policies inthe West- 
ern Indemnity Life.

has acquired the largest share ofthe busi- 
ness. 
Big Profit for New York Life. 

Looking into the New York Life ‘reports, 
therefore, one 1s astonished to find that the 
premiums received by that company in the 
state of [llinois. last year amounted to 
$5,823,076, while its losses and claims footed 
up only $1,236,461, leaving an apparent profit 
on the policy account, without considering 
any expenses whatever, of $4,586,615. In 
other words, the amount returned to the 
policy holders in the way of losses and 
claims is less than one-fourth of what they 
had paid in during the same year. 

There are some mitigating circumstances 
for this showing. The company largely has 
increased its business in the state of recent 
years so that the premiums have grown, 
but the policies have not been in force long 
enougfi to make the losses large. At the 
same time the commissions have been heavy 
for the new business each year, and the 
competition between the great life insur- 
ance companies has rendered the expense ac- 
count a great deal of a burden. 

This percentage of death loss to premiums 
received is below the average. Taking all 
the companies in the state of Illinois, large 
and small, the proportion of losses actually 
paid to the premiums received if alpiost 
exactly 37 per cent, while the same losses 
amounted to a good deal less than 2 per cent 
of the face value of the policy. 


Net Revenue $37,000,000. 

To get at the question of expense one 
must take the general report of the company 
covering the whole country, because it 
is unable to segregate its expense and 
commission accounts so as to cover any 
particular locality. Taking the New York 
Life as a fair example, it appears that the 
new premiums last year amounted to only 
$16,133,823, while the renewals on the poli- 
cles were $64,422,734. This makes a total 
income from premiums of $80,556,577. In- 
terest and other sources of income bring up 
the total receipts to $96,801,272. The dis- 
bursements were $59,831,728. This leaves an 
apparent net profit on the year’s business of 
$37,050,544. 

The actual amount paid to policy holders 
was $40,288,583, or almost exactly half the 
amount they themselves paid in as premiums 
for their own insurance, 

Where did the other 50 per cent go? Out 
of total disbursements of $59,831,728 only 
$40,288,583 went directly back to the policy 
holders, which leaves a general expense ac- 
count of the company of $19,543,245, of which 
more than half went as commissions to the 
agents of the company. 


Figures as to Cost. 

Suppose we get the figures of this report 
down into a nice, handy little table of our 
own; one an actuary would laugh at, buta 
schoolboy understand. Let us put every- 
thing into round numbers and cut off the use- 
less ciphers, because the actual figures are 
too stupendous to be readily grasped by the 
workaday mind.

Approximately, therefore, it costs the hfe 
insurance companies 25 cents for every dollar 
they take In, and half of it goes to the agent. 
Their expenses amount to 50 cents on every 
dollar they pay out. 

Without going into the question at all as 
to whether the enormous commissions paid 
to agents are necessary, whether the great 
salaries to the officers are justifiable, and 
whether the other extravagant items could 
be avoided, it does seem that even on the 
showing made by the companies themselves 
the amount of profit and the amount of ex- 
pense in the life insurance business today are 
wholly disproportfonate to the.investment 
of capital in the first place, and to the contri- 
butions by the policy holders in the second.

PROBABLE MOTIVE FOUND. 


Revenge by Blackmailers Hinted 
At—Style of Weapon Stilla . 
Puzzle to Expert. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT ] 

Cambridge, 1ll., Oct. 11.—[{Special.}—When 
the coroner's jury which is investigating the 
death of John V. Streed adjourned-this after- 
noon until tomorrow morning it became 
known that Coroner F. H. McArthur and 
State’s Attorney Charles E. Sturtz were play- 
ing a waiting game, hoping ‘for a clew' that 
will reveal the identity of Streed’s slayer. 

No doubt remains in the minds of the jurors 
that he was murdered, but the officials are 
not satisfied with the prospect of a verdict 
which will pass by the question of guilt 
unnoticed. While additional evidence was 
introduced at the morning and afternoon 
sesgyons to show that the theory of suicide 
was not plausible, there was visible a steady 
and unceasing effort to get ot the character-. 
istics of the weapen employed and the cir- 
cumstance surrounding the firing of the fatal 
shot, 


Officials Reticent as to Outcome. 


Both the coroner and Mr. Sturtz are ret- 
icent regarding the chances of vital dis- 
closures tomorrow, but it has become known 
that quietly and even secretly detectives 
have been working at every available clew, 
and it is possible that they will report at 
the inquest ‘before the jury returns the final 
verdict. 


at least two are being watched closely—are 
slight. A possible and probable motive, that 
of vengeance by the gang of blackmailers 
whom Streed held in his power because of 
information they had given him, already 
has been found, since the suicide of Dr. W. 
D. PoweN, who had planned to take Streed’s 
life before ending his pwn, is alleged to have 
given Bert Powell ah added motive for 
killing Streed. 

The effort to secure proof of the details 
of the weapon, time, and method of the 
crime came largely in the way of “* expert "’ 
testimony. Deputy Sheriff E. A. Swain was 
the principal witness upon the character- 
istics of different weapons and bullets and 
their effects under varied conditions. 

Since the discovery that the lead taken 
from ‘Streed’s ekull weighed 101 grains he 
has made a search for thirty-two caliber 
cartridges carrying bullets of this approxi- 
mate welght. He was unable to discover but 
two of these, a 32-20 rifle cartridge and the 
ammunition designed especially for the new 
police revolver. 

It is not believed that a rifle was used, and 
little faith is put in the statement that a new 
police revolver might have been used, as none 
of them has been sold in Cambridge. Under 
these conditions the only other contingency 
admissible is that the bullet which caused 
Streed's death came from a thirty-eight cali- 
ber shell.

TEACHERS’ FEDERATION IS LEFT 
WITHOUT A PRESIDENT. 


Election of Harriette T. Treadwell to 
Principalship Either Honors or 
Embarrasses Organization — Meme 
bers Seek a Solution—Trustees’ Ac<« 
tion Makes Present Chief Executive 
Ineligible to Office—Seek to Quash 
Injunction Secured by Fraternities. 


The board of education last night either 
honored or embarrassed the Chicago Teach- 
ers’ federation—the moving spirits in the 
federation do not know which. By electing 
Harriette T. Treadwell to the principalship 
of the Warren school it left the federation 
without a president. Mrs. Treadwell was a 
teachér in the Forestville school. For ten 


} years she has held a principal's certificate. 


Gast year she was elected president of the 
teachers’ union to succeed Miss Louie L. Kii- 
bourn. A principal is ineligible to member- 
ship in the federation. The board last night 
made Mrs. Treadwell a principal. 

The nomination of the federation’s presi- 
dent for the principalship of the Warren 
school was a surprise to the members of the 
school board. It was made by Supt. Cooley 
and concurred in by the school management 
committee before any of the board members 
realized that the election of Mrs. Treadwell 
would deprive the teachers of their leader. 
The board unanimously concurred in the 
recommendation of its superintendent and 
its committee—then the facts leaked 6ut and 
there was consternation. 


Seeks Motive of Action. 

“Ts it an honor you are conferring on us 
or is it a method you have devised of depriv- 
ing us of our president?’ demanded Miss 
Catharine Goggin of Trustee Wiadysiaw A. 
Kuflewski, after the meeting. 

“7 don’t know,” replied t..e school trustee. 
‘*Is Mrs. Treadwell president of the Teach- 
ers’ federation? I didn’t know that.” 

* We're killing them by kindness,” ven- 
tured another board member. 

Supt. Cooley was noncommittal. 

“Mrs. Treadwell, is president of the feder- 
ation,”’ he said, ‘‘and a good teacher.” 


Seek to Quash “Frats’” Injunction. 

The school board ordered Attorney James 
H. Maher to start proceedings to quash the 
injunction granted by former Judge Hanecy, 
enjoining the school board from taking action 
against the high school :raternities. This 
action was taken after the board members 
had received, what was described as an “ in- 
definite’’ opinion from Attorney James 
Maher, regarding the present statue of the 
injunction. The board rooms were thronged 
with Hyde Park high school students, who 
kept themselves busy cornering board mem- 
bers and protesting their innocence. All of 
them assured the school trustees that Clyde 
Wheeler was not taken forcibly into the 
fraternity house, but went there at the in- 
vyitation of the ‘“frat’’ men. 

The board aiso adopted a rule, prohibiting 
ite employés from making assignments of 
their wages. The action was taken on rec- 
ommendation of Attorney Maher, who re- 
ported that the legislature had passed a law 
making the employés of the board Mable to 
garnishment. 


Instructor Jeffrey Is Transferred. 

Thomson Jeffrey, instructor in the George 
Wiliam Curtis High school, was ordered 
traneferred to a position in the Englewood 
High school James E. Walsh, principal of 
the Coleman school, was transferred to the 
principalship of the Garfield school, to fill 
the place made vacant by the election of H. B.

Saloons must be closed at 1 o’clock and the 
police will be held responsible for such clos- 
ing, Commissioner Powell of the trial board 
said yesterday. 

The statement was made in the hearing of 
charges against William F. Hogan, a patrol- 
man of the North Halsted street station. It 
developed that there is considerable rivalry 
among saloons in the district and that the 
closing law has been violated often. Lieut. 
Schlau and the officers of the station were 
told that the saloons will be watched by the 
commission, and any continuation of the 
present situation will result in charges 
against them. 

“T am of the opinion that those saloons 
are kept open at all hours’of the night,” 
Commissioner Powell declared at the close

of accurate information. 
The plan to get the aid of congress in ob- 
taining the much desired facts originated 
with two Chicago women—Jane Addams of 
Hull house and Mary McDowell of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago settiement. 
They obtained the coJperation of a number 
of eastern settlement workers, among them 
Miss Wald of the nurses’ settlement in New 
York, and the ball was set rolling with the 
result that Miss Addams has received a letter 
from President Roosevelt in which the ex- 
ecutive indorses the plan and offers assist- 
ance. 

Federation to Indorse Plan. 
At its meeting in Joliet next week the IIli- 
nois Federation of Women’s Clubs will adopt 
resolutions calling upom congress to make an 
appropriation to defray the expenses of the 
governmental investigation. Club women in 
every congressional district in the state will 
be asked to urge their representatives to sup- 
port the measure. Similar action will be 
taken by every state federation in the coun- 
try and by the general federation, which 
meets in St. Paul. 
After the federal investigation has been 
made and the facts concerning the working 
conditions of women have been ascertained 
it is the purpose of the organized club women 
to work tirelessly for the passage by the dif- 
ferent state legislatures of laws protecting 
workingwomen. 


Want All the Facts. 


‘“ Before the clubwomen can act intelli- 
gently,” declared Miss Addams, “ it is neces- 
sary for them to be in possession of all the 
facts. It is the facts which’ we seek to ob- 
tain through the government investigation. 
Many employers have been put in a false 
position because of an absence of facts; many 
working women are compelled to toil under 

terrible conditions because of the absence 
of facts. After the facts have been obtained 
we shall have a basis for any action we may 
care to take.’

Terminal Transfer Meeting. 


The regular. annual meeting of the stock- 
holders of the Chicago. Terminal Transfer 
company was held in Chicago during the 
day and did not result tn making known 
where the control of that company is lo- 
cated. The only business transacted by the 
meeting was the reélection of C. L. Ray- 
mond and -J. H. Faithorn as directors and 
the election of A. H. Gillard of New York 
as director in place of Henry R. Ickelheimer, 
resigned, 

Plans for the reorganization of the com- 
pany will be arranged at the meeting of 
directors which will be held in New York 
on Oct. 17, when officers will be elected. It 
is probable that Mr. Faithorn will be re- 
elected president and that the other officers 
will be reélected. That the control of the 
company has passed into strong hands has 
been known for several months, but great 
secrecy’ has been maintained as to where 
the control lies. It is certain, however, that 
the- controlling interest is now owned by a 
western railroad, and of the three, the 
Santa Fé, Rock Island, and Burlington, 
most prominently mentioned, the probabili- 
ties are that the control rests with the last. 


Frisco Threatens a Cut. 


The Frisco road stirred up trouble for a few 
moments in the afterneon by announcing 
that it would reduce the raté’ on merchan- 
dise between Terre Haute and the Missouri 
river to a parity with the Chicago-Kansas 
City rates on the theory that the Frisco line 
from Terre Haute to Kansas City is no 
longer than the short line between Chicago 
and the same peint. No sooner had the an- 
nouncement been made than the Chicago- 
Kansas City lines entered an objection so 
strong that a conference was called. The 
Wabash declared its intention of reducing 
the Chicago-Kansas City rates if the Frisco 
carried out its plan, and other Chicago roads 


filed notice that they would do the same.- 


AS a@ result the Frisco withdrew the notice 
of reduced rates and agreed to defer the 
matter until a meeting of the traffic officials 
of the roads affected could be held in New 
York on Oct. 24, It was said that if the 
Frisco persists in using the Chicago basis 
between Terre Haute and Kansas City the 
other roads will withdraw divisional rates 
with that road. 


Object to Lighterage Company. 

There is to be a meeting in New York on 
Saturday to determine the future standing 
of the Merc’ ants’ Lighterage company with 
the railroads: The lighterage company is 
owned by Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett & Co. 
and has in use a number of steam lighters 
between the various railroad freight termi- 
nals and business houses along the Chicago 
river. Complaint has been made that this 
practically gives warehouse delivery to the 
concerns which have access to these light- 
ers, and the railroads are urged to discon- 
tinue their arrangement. 

The Rock Island will discontinue the 
through car service to Colorado on the train 
leaving Chicago at 8:35 in the morning after 
next Sunday. The train will still continue 
to operate cars through to San Francisco 
and Los Angeles.

Lands Heavily on Eseh- 
Townsend Bill. 


IS UNFAIR AND UNJUST. 


Newark, N. J., Board of Trade Is 


Told Railways’ Side of Issue 
by Samuel Spencer. 


New York, Oct. 11.—[{Special. ]}—* Commer- 
cial lynch law” is the appellative given the 
proposed government control of railroad 
rates, as outlined in the Esch-Townsend 
bill, which was before the last session of 
congress. 


President Samuel Spencer of the Southern 


railroad applied the name in a speech tonight 
before the Newark (N. J.) board of trade. 
He declared the bill was unfair, unjust to 
the railroads, opposed to the fundamental 
principles of Anglo-Saxon jurisprudence, 
and équivalent to providing by statute for 
the enforcement of commercial lynch law. 

Mr. Spencer said: 

“Up to the present time shipper and car- 
rier have been free to work together with- 
out political interference, 40 establish and 
develope new Industries; to reach out for 
new markets; to create new communities; 
to coOperate, to enlarge the volume of our 
domestic and foreign trade. 


Bureaucratic Methods Proposed. 


“It is now proposed to change this sys- 
tem and substitute one in which artificial 
bureaucratic methods will take the place 
of the natural laws of trade and commerce 
which have been the contrelling force and 
evolution of the present system. 

** And it must be borne in mind that it fs 
proposed to give those enormous powers to 
a body on whom no responsibilities 
rest or can rest for the preservation or 
maintenance of the railroad property or for 
the discharge of its financial obligations, or 
the fulfillment of its dutfes to the public as 
an efficient common carrier. 

“There is no issue or controversy before 
the people or congress as to whether or not 
rebates or secret discriminations shouldfbhe 
stopped. No one desires more than the raifl- 
way managers themselves that there should 
be ah end to all such practices. 


No Rational Hint as to Method. 


“No rational suggestions have been made 
as to how the granting of ratemaking power 
to the interstate commerce commission could 
be effective to this end. 

‘One of the most serious objections to the 
legislation proposed is that under it a rate 
once fixed by the commission would continue 
in force indefinitely unless changed by the 
commission or by the court. The carrier 
would therfore have no power to make either 
reductions or increases to meet new condi- 

ns. Slow but steady paralysis would 
reep inte the industrial arteries, and the 
transportation system would. gradually be- 
come numb and rigid. 

“The plan of conferring upon the. commis- 
gion the power to make or revise rates and 
make them éffective- prior to review by 
courts would be open to the decisive objec- 
tion that it Is necessarily unjust to the rail- 
roads and opposed to the fundamental prin- 
ciples of Anglo-Saxon jurisprudence, that 
righte of property and persons shall be en- 
forced and protected ccording to due proo 
ess of law. 

“It is proposed that the rates made or 
revised by the commission shall be subject 
thereafter to the action of the court, but 
become effective pending review by the 
courts. In other words, the roads shall be 
convicted before their trial can begin, and 
etand convicted, and suffer the penalties of 
the cenviction during the trial. 

“To place in the hands of one tribunal 
which ts or may be prosecutor, jury, and 
judge, and at the same time executioner, is 
equivalent to providing by statute for the 
enforcement of commercial lynch laws.”

The ifgurance investigating committee 
tried to g& some facts from President Mc- 
Curdy of fhe Mutual and it got unctuoué 
platitudes a8@ substitute.

Chadband.* President McCurdy did not 
know why his iglary had been raised to 
$150,000 a year. .He had not known that 
his son-in-law had been receiving excessive 
commissions, He tould give no informa- 
tion about petty data ils involving the 
wasteful expenditure 9f hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars. ’ | 

What, then, did the\committee get out 
of him? A definition ¢ the “ real prov- 
ince” of insurance conianies. * People 
* have been led to believey’ said he, “ that 
“the maih purpose is to make money for 
“the pdlicy holders. In wy view that 
“ts not the purpose of suth companies. 
“They are eleemosynary. Yhen a man 
“ingures in'a company he shogld take into 
“consideration the fact that he has en- 
“tered a great philanthropic coyeern that 
“is in duty bound to spread itielf, even 
“thongh this growth prevents tm from 
* realizing as much as he expected.” + 

President McCurdy is a lawyet who, 
when in practice, had oceasion to ebuke 
witnesses for evasive answers. Thecom- 
mittee wished to know about the esndi- 
tions existing in the wastefully managed 
agency business in New York and he tald 
it that the purposes of an insurance con- 
pany are “eleemosynary.” As the cuttle 
fish squirts out its ink to escape pursuers, 
so Mr. McCurdy poured out a flood of oily 
words to confuse his questioners and get 
them off his track. 

The agents of that company which calls 
itself the “ Mutual” par excellence did not 
say to those whom they solicited to take 
out policies that they would enter “ a great 
philanthropic concern,” in which they would 
not “realize so much as they expected.” 
On the contrary, they were told that in 
that mutual company all the profits were 
to go to the policy holders. They have 
not received all the profits and it was im- 
possible to get from Chadband McCurdy 
any other explanation of the diversion of 
some of the profits for the payment of ex- 
cessive salaries and extravagant commis- 
sions than can be got out of pious phrases 
about “philanthropy ” and “ eleemosy nary ” 
purposes, : 

“The purpose of the Mutual,” said Mr. 
McCurdy, “is not declaring dividends 
which could be spent on billiards or cigars.” 


| That is a gelf-evident truth. Men do not 


insure to get tobacco money. They insure 
to get protection for their families. They 
insure for business and not for philanthrop- 
ie reasons. They do it to benefit their own 
families, not the family of the president of 
the company. It appears that President 
McCurdy and: his family have been bene- 
fited to the extent of $4,500,000, The pur- 
poses of the company have indeed been 
eleemosynary so far us he is concerned. 
His capacity for the “ benevolent assimi- 
lation” of funds which should go to pol- 
icy holders cannot be disputed, It is to 
be regretted that he jis incapable or unwill- 
ing to give plain answers to plain ques- 
tions; bnt puts off his examiners with mag- 
nificent phrases. 


DUMMY SCHOOL DIRECTORS. 

The révelations regarding the pecula- 
tions of Prof. Dougherty, whose embez- 
ziements as school superintendent promise 
to amount to $500,000, indicate a degree 
of carelessness on the part of the members 
of the Peoria board of education which is 
hardly credible. They seem to have al- 
lowed themselyes to be made mere figure- 
heads by Dougherty, who in all respects 
ran the schools to suit himself... 

If there is any branch of school business 
which the board of education ought to keep 
well within its own control it is the finan- 
cial branch. Dougherty, however, for 
years was given a free hand with the school 
moneys. The least painstaking audit would 
have disclosed his dishonesty. It seems that 
among his various crooked methods was 
that of carrying on the pay roll scores of 
tenchers who never had any existence and 
putting the salaries the fictitious peda- 
gogues were supposed to receive into his 
The fact that such gross 
manipulation of the books was not quickly 
detected shows that the directors made 
hardly a pretense of performing their du- 
ties. 

There can be no excuse for such official 
laxity. School funds are a trust of which the 
members of the board of education are the 
trustees. If they cannot attend to their 
duties they should resign. 

It may be that a criminal prosecution of 
the negligent school officials will be futile, 
but they certainly seem to be civilly liable, 
and proceedings ought to be started to com- 
pel them to make restitution out of their 
own pockets to whatever extent Dough- 
erty’s available assets are found to fall 
short of his defalcations. Such an exam- 
ple would exert a salutary influence on 
other dummy schoo! directors. 


THE “CITY” PLAN. 

It is said that the mayor, perceiving the 
“contract” plan is dead, intends to fall 
back on the so-called “ city” plan. It was 
originally that bids be asked for the con- 
struction of a street railway in one or 
more streets where the privileges of the 
traction companies have expired. Adams 
street was most talked of for this purpose 
a year ago. The voters may be asked at 
the April election. to authorize the issue 
of Mueller law certificates to defray the 
cost of the undertaking, plus 10 per eent. If 
a majority of those voting’ on the question 
should be in the affirmative, there would be 
an opportunity to determine the disputed 
question of the validity of the certificates. 
If it be settled tn the affirmative, after sey- 
eral months of litigation, the contractor can 
proceed to build the road, unless changed 
conditions in the labor or materials market 
make it unprofitable for him to do so. 

Before the city takes possession of the 
line, it should determine whether it is to be 
leased or municipally operated. The city 
cannot operate the road itself unless per- 
mission shall be given by three-fifths of the 
voters marking their ballots on the ques- 
tion. A five year lease can be made witb- 
out difficulty, but an ordinance for a longer 
term will have to be ratified by a popular 
vote if 10 per cent of the electors petition 
for its submission to such a vote within sixty 
days after its passage. 

Manifestly the adoption of the “ city” 
plan would not bring about a settlement of 


the traction question. At the most it would

The failure to arrive at a definité settle-

for the accommodation of localities with an 


increasing population. Nothing can be done 
for them until the present state of uncer- 
tainty is ended. :

It is to the 
council alone that the people must look for 
a complete, fair, and prompt settlement of 
a question which has kept them in a tar- 
moil for the last ten years.

Naturally, foreign governments will hesti- 
tate after this to confide too freely in French 
envoys and ministers of foreign affairs, be- 
ing unwilling to expose themselves to the 
danger of indiscretions on the part of French 
officials, made by the latter with the object 
of embarrassing their political adversaries. 

M. Delcasse seems to have taken a leaf out 
of the book of the late Prince Bismarck, 
whose animosity against the present kaiser 
and the latter’s mihisters led him to reveal, 


of a secret treaty between Russia and Ger- 
many at the time when the latter was bound 
by the terms of. the triple alliance to join 
Italy and Austria.in keeping Russia in check. 
Nor was this by any means the only state 
secret which Bismarck revealed. Indeed, he 
made so many indiscreet disclosures in his 
accredited organ, the Hamburg News, as to 
convey the impression that he had retained 
in his possession whole carloads of state 
papers covering the entire period of his 
thirty years’ administration. 

Another instance was that of the French 
statesman Flourens, who, after being ousted 
from the premiership, actually published in 
the columns of the Paris Figaro, the sub- 
stance of the confidential reports sent to 
the French foreign office from the French 
embassy at Berlin during his own tenure of 
office of minister of foreign affairs, as well 
as during those of his predecessors, Of 
course it was interesting reading. Butit was 
also a source of intense embarrassment to 
the French government, that being obviously 
the object which Flourens had in view, since 
his avowed purpose was to show that his 
suecessor in office and principal political 
adversary, Jules Ferry, had during his pre- 
vious administration endeavored to estab- 
lish an alliance with Germany.

In Italy Gen. de la MArmora, with the ob- 
ject of embarrassing the cabinet at the time 
when it was in the act of negotiating the in- 
clusion of Italy in the triple alliance, to which 
he was strongly opposed, did not hesitate to 
publish in a pamphlet entitled “A Little 
Light on the Political and Military Events of 
1866," a record of the confidential negotia- 
tions which as prime minister he had con- 
ducted with Prince Bismarck in those days. 
Bismarck was beside himself with rage, be- 
ing unable to deny the facsimile copies of 
his confidentéal correspondence, and urged 
in vain the Italian government to punish the 
general. The Roman authorities, however, 
did not dare to go to any such lengths, and 
contented themselves with securing the en- 
actment of a law providing a year’s impris- 
onment for any statesman or politician 
guilty of the betrayal of state secrets. 

~ 

Finally, of course, there was the case of 
Count Arnim, who while German ambassa- 
dor at Paris frequently received instructions 
from Bismarck that were diametrically op- 
posed to those given him in person by old 
Emperor William. When finally harassed 
into tendering his resignation he removed 
from the archives several of his own letters, 
as well as those which he had received, for 
the purpose of showing to the kaiser how im- 
possible it was to reconcile the instructions 
of his majesty with those of his chancellor, 

The disappearance of these papers was at 
once communicated to Prince Bismarck by 
Baron Holstein, now one of the chiefs of the 
Berlin foreign office, but who had been the 
confidential secretary of Count Arnim, and 
for two years an inmate of his household and 
a guest at his table. Bismarck, realizing the 
extent to which his own position with the em- 
peror would be shaken if the latter were to 
learn that he had been sending to Count Ar- 
nim instructions opposed to those of his maj- 
esty, immediately determined upon the arrest 
and disgrace of the count, who was not only 
a great favorite ai court but likewise a mor- 
ganatic connection of the imperial family.

Finding that the emperor was reluctant to 
proceed to such extremities towards so dis- 
tinguished a@ servant of the state for the re- 
moval of papers in which he might consider 
himself to have had a sort.of part proprietor- 
ship, inasmuch as they were dispatches that 
he had either received or sent, Prince Bis- 
marck devised a story, which may or may not 
have had some foundation of truth, but the 
purpose of which was to show that thecount 
had made use of state sécrets in order ‘to 
speculate on the Paris stock exchange. It 
was not until the prince had furnished to his 
majesty more or less authentic proof in sup- 
port of this charge that the imperial consent 
was given for the arrest of the ex-ambassa- 
dor. The latter managed to get out on bail 
and to escape to Switzerland, where, goaded 
to fury by the treatment which he had re- 
ceived, especially by the police perquisition 
of his papers and the indignity of his arrest, 
he proceeded to publish in the form of a 
pamphlet entitled “Pro Nihilo,” the dis- 
patches and confidential papers which he 
had removed from thearchives of the German 
embassy at Paris, and which he had been ac- 
cused of dtealing. That, of course, sealed 
his doom and convinced the old emperor of 
his guilt in respect to all the charges brought 
against him by Prince Bismarck.

1 is the only ambassader or statesman of mod- } 


ern times who has been subjected to the in- 
dignity of imprisonment for the disclosure 
of state secrets. The latter, taking them al- 
together, are badly kept, especially in the 
old world, and for some strange reason men 
who have the highest regard for the integ- 
rity of their word in private life lose that 
sense of regard in politics. Indeed, even the 
late Mr. Gladstone, than whom there wae no 
man more truly high minded or possessed of 
loftier principles, was wont to argue that it 
was permissible for a cabinet minister to im- 
part state secrets to his wife and to his pri- 
vate secretary. Yet both ministers and mem- 
bers of the privy council are sworn not to re- 
veal to a living soul what goes on beyond the 
closed doors of the meetings of the cabinet or 
council, and private secretaries are strictly 
excluded from the deliberations, although 
the perusal of the contents of the dispatch 
boxes of their respective chiefs necessarily 
must furnish them with an inkling of the 
subject under discussion.

The material Mr. Holmes offered was not 
of his own gathering. He was not “on the 
scene’ when the Japanese were making 
their awful struggle for the possession of 
Port Arthur, and the Russians had taken 
their equally awful stand for supremacy 
‘In the orient. But correspondents and pho- 
tographers who were reliable and whose 
work was of the best were there, and into 
possession of the fruits of their labors Mr. 
Holmes has come. And from these he has 
fashioned one of the most intensely Initerest- 
ing, albeit most serious travelogues, he ever 


has presented, Theré are more pictures, both’ 


moving and #tationary, than he has‘shown 
at any one time in the past, and aH of them 
are of remarkable clearness, and many of 
them are of striking beauty. There are those 
also which wring the heart, but Mr. Holmes 
with his accustomed good taste has carefully 
eliminated from the exhibition all those 
which show the carnage and bloodshed of 
battle—pictures which it is understood he 
has in his possession but which are horrible 
in their realism, He uses nothing which 
will shock the sensibilities, although there 
are many that sadden the soul. 

A more vivid depicting of what genuine 
warfare really is ‘would seem impossible to 
find. The ehips which now lie mere battered 
hulks at the bottom of the sea are shown 
going through the evolution through which 
they actually were put when they still were 
vital factors in Russia's power. Men, whom 
the fate of battl@has claimed as its.own, are 
seen moving among their fellows, reviewing 
troops, assisting in the great work of attack 
or defense, laughing, laboring, suffering just 
as they did in the days before the final sum- 
mons came. Guns are fired, mines exploded, 
torpedoes discharged, and all the mighty 
mechanism of war put Into motion before our 
eyes. And the showing is no fanciful one, 
but is the faithful record of actual events. It 
is & remarkable and in many ways unique 
telling of the chief incident in one of the no- 
table historical] happenings of the world.

Mr. Holmes, although evidently suffering 
from hoarseness, offered’ the most satisfac- 
tory lecture, so far as matters of delivery and 
arrangement of matter are concerned, that 
he has given during all the seasons he has 
been telling us of his wanderings. He spoke 
easily and freely, without any of the hesi- 
tancy which in the past lenta Suggestion of 
the laborious to his delivery. And this free- 
dom, {t is believed, is in part due to his hav- 
ing avoided in the preparation of his lecture 
the overuse of tthe alliterative in the fash- 
loning of his sentences. His style heretofore 
has been rendered: stilted and artificial by 
this indulgence, and the memorizing of such 
alliterative sentences could but be a task and 
could but result in hesitancy in delivery. He 
wrote freely and naturally in preparing last 
night's travelogue, and he spoke with a free- 
dom and ease that were as enjoyable as they 
were new.

an Ignorant Population.

HONGKONG, Sept. 10.—The Taft expedi- 
tion Is now practically atan end. A part of 
the party returns to San Francisco from here 
on the steamship Corea and @ part goes to 
. n. The sec- 
retary returns to the United States. Miss 
Roosevelt and Gen. Corbin head the party 
to Peking. I am going withthe Corbin party 
by special invitation of the general. 

There is some sadness on account of the 
breaking up of the Taft party. But there 
are some things which occasion no sorrow; 
there are no more banquets, no more 
speeches, no more crowding for best seats; 
now we have time to think it over. 

The first question is, has it been a good 
thing—has it accomplished good? Do the 
congressmen know more than they did, and 
have any of them changed their opinions? 
These questions may not be answered off- 
hand or in their order, but one answer can 
be truthfully made, and that is, all are 
glad that society functions are at an end. 

Everybody feels that he has learned some- 
thing. He now knows where the Philippine 
islands are located; he knows that they are 
across the Pacific, over 7,000 miles from San 
Francisco. He knows what the several 
islands produce, whether hemp, sugar, rice, 
tobacco, fruit, or cocoanuts. He also knows 
something about the different tribes and 
their peculiarities. He knows that the Moro 
wears bright colors and loves te kill, and that 
the Filipino loves to talk, and th&t neither 
of them loves to work; he knows that the 
Moros want to kill Christians and that 6 per 
cent of the Filipinos would like to live in 
splendor, holding the offices and becoming 
the governing faction over the remaining 
0 per cent of ignorant people. Such a pro- 
ceeding he would call democracy. 


—>- 
Some Problems to Solve. 


The Taft party knows now that the question 
of the islands is as much economical] as it is 
political; that the last six years have wit- 
nessed hard times; that in addition to war, 
famine and pestilence have done their work; 
that the cholera has killed 100,000 people, and 
that rinderpest and surra have destroyed the 
carabaos and the horses; and that the crops 
have been light and taxes a bit too heavy. 

Now as a remedy for all economic and po- 
litical troubles the Filipino thinks the free 
admission of all Philippine products into the 
United States and the taxed admission of all 
American products into the Philippines would 
be just the thing. They further think that 
if Secretary Taft would establish what they 
call “ agriculktura] banks,’’ by which to loan 
money to the farmers, they could then grow 
heavier crops, have more products to ex- 
port, and would be much more prosperous. 
In addition to this a certain class of the Fil- 
ipino leaders want Chinese labor admitted to 
do the heavy work while they look on and 
take life easy. . 

The congressmen have learned some other 
things. They have learned that the Filipino 
leaders who advocate immediate independ- 
ence know little about a true democratic 
government. In a public hearing these lead- 
ers said that:‘it was proper to have a “ gov- 
erning class" consisting of the educated 
and an “obedient class ” composed of the 
poor, the educated class to determine what 
should be done and the obedient class to be- 
have and be good and do as they are told.

Filipino Idea of Freedom. 

The congressmen learned that the so- 
called leaders of those who advocate imme- 
diate independence have no idea what ele- 
ments make good statesmanship in the gov- 
erning of a people. They learned that these 
men have no idea of government at all except 
to follow the example set by the Spanish to 
collect the taxes and live in splendor. Such 
congressmen as Hepburn, Grosvenor, and 
others, by their questions, put these Filipino 
leaders in thelr trye light and got them to 
expose their own ignorance. The average 
educated Filipino is part dreamer, but mainly 
an egotist.

NEW BOOKS. 


“RUSSIA AND ITS CRISIS ”’ is a volume 
of nearly 600 pages, by Paul Milyoukov, con- 
taining the Crane lectures for 1908 (The 
University of Chicago Press), with several 
chapters added since then. It is an intelli- 
gent, powerful, illuminating analysis and in- 
terpretation of the present Russian situa- 
tion and the causes that have led to it. It 
is at once historical, philosophical, and popu- 
lar. The author is Russian to the core, but 
he has a singularly broad minded saneness 
of judgement as to the fundamental moral, 
social, and political forces that go to the 
making of national history in these modern 
times, especially when the peoples of the 
earth are so much in the way of learning 
from each other. The book is not a trans- 
lation; the author has thought it out and 
written itin hisown virileandclear English. 
Two Russian extremes are represented by 
Plehve and Tolstoy. ‘“‘ Plehve was only a 
reductio ad absurdum of autocracy—autoc- 
stacy gone mad.” The czar’s frantic attempt 
co find a way to escape from the impending 
crisis by trying to put the two together is 
absurd and impossible.

Trade in the “bids” and “offers” was 
larger than ever on the curb yesterday, a 
number of 100,000 bu lots being passed 
around. Bids on December wheat were 86@ 
864%c, offers 86%,.@86%c; on May wheat bids 
874%c to 8714-4e and offers 87% @8T%c. May 
corn offers were 4444-%c and bids 44\4c. Mil- 
waukee is said‘to feel the loss of the Chi- 
cago trade sadly, and memberships in the 
former market were reported to be offered at 
$100 yesterday, with $50 bid. Memberships 
have been depreciating for several months 
in Milwaukee and since local trading in the 
Kiston substitute for “ puts”’ and “ calls ” 
commenced the decline has been rapid. At 
one time they sold as high as $1,300. It 
was said yesterday that the names of the 
local traders participating in the bids and 
offers trade were being taken for some rea- 
son. The trading was done in the board of 
trade corridors, the Weather being cold, and 
some hinted at trouble. Although the local 
trade has grown rapidly some stil] fear the 
consequences and keep out. of it until the 
official stamp of approval is given. 


The Bartlett-Frazier house is bulligh on 
oats, and pit traders credited them with buy- 
ing close to 3,000,000 bu May and December 
for customers and members of the firm. The 
greater part of the selling was by Kidston 
and scattered commission houses. W. H. 
Bartlett said yesterday: “‘ According to the 
government we raised 987,000,000 bu of oats 
in 1902, or 560,000,000 bu more than this year. 
We used them all up, so that it was possible 
for them to sell at 43%c in June of 1908 and 45c 
in July, 1903. With our tncreased domestic 
consumption, the large and early feeding on 
the farm occasioned: by scarcity of old corn, 
and am export demand that around present 
prices promises to take 50,000,000 to 100,000,- 
000 bu, oats look cheap to me around these 
prices.”’ 


“Claims that the winter wheat crop was 
overestimated continue to be heard and re- 
celve more and more credence,” says the 
Modern Miller. The statement that at least 
10,000,000 bu and probably more was lost 
for milling purposes this year through the 
great damage inflicted by the excessive rains 
that preceded harvest has been accepted as 
correct, though the government will hardly 
allow for this loss. Thedepartment does not 
take into consideration that Texas lost most 
of its crop, so far as its commercial value 
Was concerned, and that large areas were 
ruined for milling purposes in other sections 
of the southwest and southeast is undoubted. 


These sections continue to draw upon terri- 


tory where good crops were raised, or upon 
the markets where supplies are obtainable.’’ 


Instead of a let up in the demand for oats 
yesterday there was an even better inquiry, 
shipping sales being 605,000 bu, exclusive of 
200,000 bu sold by a local house from the 
northwest. The total tncluded 300,000 bu for 
direct export by two houses and 135,000 bu 
taken by Baltimore exporters. One house 
had bids for over 30 loads from different 


sources abroad, all of which were turned 
down; Sample prices were steady to %c 
higher. Sales of corn were 465,000 bu, includ- 
ing 100,000 bu new corn for export via the 
Atlantic seaboard and 80,000 bu for direct 
export. Prices on the tables were steady to 
%c higher. The seaboard reported export 
sales of 320,000 bu corn and 500,000 bu oats. 
Local export sales of barley were 50,000 bu. 


‘‘ We are not carrying any American wheat 
in England,’ said A. R. Bingham, a leading 
Liverpool cash man, who was on the floor 
yesterday, “‘and while our purchases of 
Canadian wheat have been fair we have good 
crops to draw from in other countries. What 
the Russian wheat lacks is made up by that 
from India, Australia, and the Argentine. 
We are now in an independent situation, so 
far as United States wheat is concerned. 
I notice the strength here and think that it 
is uncalled for. The many opinions on wheat 
to be heard on the Chicago board of trade 
are dmazing.” 

Thé southwest is selling new corn slowly, 
and some of the big houses have found 
themselves without corn to offer abroad. 
One elevator concern with sixty-eight sta- 
tions, bidding over the southwest and Ne- 
braska, got only 20,000 bu new corn on bids 
sent out Tuesday night, and other houses 
reported acceptances light. Apparently the 
farmer has sold all he thinks he can deliver 
in December and January, or thinks holding 
will pay. 

Broomhall cabled that a report from Agra, 
India, says that the monsoon ifs over in the 
united provinces and that the prospects for 
wheat are generally good. Rains, however, 
in the western districts have been insuffi- 
client. An official report from Bombay says 
rain is urgently needed. Rain has fallen in 
some sections, but native food crops are 
lost.
